In the United States recently the National Scientific 
Research Board recommended that one per cent. of 

the national income should be spent for research, 
Interest Here In that country such an expenditure would amount 
to $200,000,000. The Board called the development of research work “a 
major factor in national survival” and based the great-need on the facts 
that normal sources of scientific knowledge in Europe have been ‘dried up” 
and that it is most important that a new generation of scientists should be 
produced on this continent “who will think boldly and daringly.” The re- 
port suggested that 44 per cent. of the available money should be spent on 
non-military research, 14 per cent, for medical research and 22 per cent, for 
military purposes. Since Canada has been closely associated with the Unit- 
ed States in the field of scientific research this report, although presented 


to the American government, should be of interest to Canadians,

If Canada were to spend one per cent. of the national

In Medicine Scientific Research Board, the sum apent annually on

Beet Crop To 
Be Harvested 


While Smaller Than Record 
Tonnage Of 1946 Returns 
Will Be Greater In Value 


CALGARY, — Harvesting of the 
most valuable crop of sugar beets 
ever produced in Southern Alberta is 
in progress, says T. George Wood, 
general manager of Canadian Sugar 
Factories, Ltd., for which all com- 
mercial sugar,beets raised in Alberta 
are grown under contract. 

It is estimated this year’s crop of 
beets, to be harvested on 29,200 
acres, will return in the neighbor- 
hood of $5,000,000 to the 1,400 South- 
ern Alberta farmers raising sugar 
beets on irrigated land. Last year’s 
crop is expected to return growers 
approximately $4,700,000 by the time 
the final payment is made this fall. 

While smaller than the record ton- 
nage of 1946, this year’s crop is ex- 
pected to have a greater value by 
virtue of the higher price anticipated. 

Despite extremely adverse harvest- 
ing conditions last fall and the loss 
of some beets which could not be re- 
covereqd after being frozen in the 
ground and blanketed by ice and 


| snow, the 1946 crop amounted to ap- 


proximately 387,000 tons of beets de- 
livered, setting an all-time record 
tonnage for the industry in Alberta. 
Another record was set by the ex- 
traction of some 109,000,000 pounds 
of sugar from the crop. 

The size of the 1947 crop was 
boosted substantially by drenching 
rains after the middle of the month, 
Mr. Wood estimating that this mois- 
ture added an average of about 1% 
tons an acre to overall yields. 

He said the crop this year is better 
than average and he felt that it 
would run: slightly higher than the 
average Southern Alberta crop yield 
of 12.5 tons an acre. It was not 
likely, he added, that the 4947 ton- 
nage would exceed the total tonnage 
of beets harvested last year.

Made To 
Forecast Crop 


If Successful Will Save 
Thousands Of Dollars 
To The Prairie -Farmers 


SWIFT CURRENT, Sask.—Experi- 
ments in crop forecasting now under 
way at the Dominion experimental 
farm here may take much of the risk 
from one of agriculture’s riskiest 
propositions—prairie wheat farming. 

If successful, experiments super- 
vised by Dr. J. L. Doughty, chief of 
the farm's soil laboratory, will help 
farmer’s discover if there is enough 
moisture in the soil at seeding time 
to give them a fighting chance of 
harvesting a crop and will save thou- 
sands of dollars worth of seed, liter- 
ally wasted every year on land that 
is too dry to produce wheat in com- 
mercial quantities, 

Soil experts here point out that an 
annual average rainfall in the brown- 
soil zone of Saskatchewan compris- 
ing the vast southwest corner of the 
province—is insufficient for even an 
average crop and the deficiency must 
be made up from moisture retained 
in the soil. But unless the land con- 


tains enough moisture—roughly the | 


equivalent of three inches of rain— 
the farmer’s chances of a crop are 
slim. 

Dr. Doughty said that 10 years or 
more may be needed to complete 
tests being carried on here and at 
experimental substations. But records 
garnered dyring the last eight yedrs 
have established that throughont the 
brown-soil belt, approximately 10% 
inches of rain are needed annually 
for a crop yield averaging 14 bushels 
per acre. 

But average rainfall in the area 
during the three-month growing sea- 
son is a scant seven inches, and in 
three of five years falls below this 
meagre average. 

Tests show, however, this short- 
coming can be overcome by carefully 


utilizing soil moisture, by permitting 
jland to lie fallow so rain and melting 


snow can seep into the earth to be 
needed. But experts 
stress that long-term cultivation is 


only possible if land is fallowed often 
enough to let it hoard moisture.

Next Great Tropical Storm 


IAMI, Fla.—Scientists and the United States navy’s hurricane hunters 
are awaiting the opportunity to become history's first hurricane-bust- 
ers. The next great tropical storm to whirl through the Atlantic, the Carib- 
bean, or the Gulf of Mexico will be dusted with carbon dioxide (dry ice), 
silver iodide, or some other cooling crystal which—perhaps—will condense 
its water vapors, cause a record-smashing rainfall at sea, and dissipate the 
great swirling air mass. 
It will be a cautious experimenty :

First Steamer That 
Crossed The Atlantic 


Royal William Was Built 
Entirely In Canada 


What ship was the first to cross 
the Atlantic under steam power 
alone? Reputable historians leave 
little doubt that this distinction be- 
longs to the. Royal William, owned 
and manned by Canadians. The story 
has been made familiar to residents 
of Ottawa by a model of the ship 
displayed in an office window on 
Queen Street, ; 

The Royal William represents what 
must indeed have been, in the words 
of one historian, “a superb steam- 
ship”. Her masts and her paddle 
wheels mark her, naturally enough, 
as a ship of the transition from Sail 
to steam. An accurate statement of 
her achievement is given in an in- 
scription: ‘First vessel to cross the 
Atlantic (maintaining steam all the 
way). Was wholly constructed in 
Canada and navigated to England in 
1833. Built at Cape Cove, Quebec. 
Model by William C. Wilmore, Ot- 
tawa, from original plans of Jas. 
Goudie, designer. Time of crossing 
from Pictou, N.S., to England, 25 
days.” 

True, an American ship, the Sa- 
vannah, crossed the ocean in 1819, 
but she used her paddles only part 
of the time. True also, that in 1838 
the Sirius, followed by the Great 
Western, reached New York by 
steam alone, but these were not the 
pioneer steam crossings,

Session of Parliament have now been 
signed with all provinces, Hon. Paul 
Martin, Minister of National Health 
and Welfare, announced. 

By proclamation of the Governor- 
General-in-Council dated September 
9, the changes which were made in 
the act are now effective from May 
1, This means that all provinces in 
their new agreements can take ad- 
vantage of the benefits authorized by 
the legislation from that date, 

The amended act obligates the 
Federal Government to pay 75 per 
cent, of the net cost of pensions up 
to a maximum of $30 per month per 
pensioner and leaves the provinces 
free to pay additional. amounts over 
that rate, 

During the past few years six 
provinces—British Columbia, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba, Ontario 
and Nova Scotia—have been paying 
supplemental allowances in addition 
to the basic pension, The allowances 
varied as between provinces, the 
highest being $10 per month. 

An unmarried old age pensioner 
may now have an outside income, in- 
cluding pension, of $600 per year in- 
stead of the former maximum of 
$425, and a married pensioner is al- 
lowed $1,080 a year, including pen- 
sion, in place of $850. 

These provisions are expected to 
add approximately 60,000 additional 
old age pensioners to the lists at a 
cost to the Federal Treasury of about 
$20,000,000 per year. Total cost to 
Ottawa for pensions for the aged and 
for civilian blind under the new leg- 
islation is expected to total $68,000,- 
000 per year.
